The city of Samaria was closely 
besieged, and suffering all the hor- 
rors of famine. Women were boil- 
ing and eating their children, and 
the most revolting garbage was 
worth its weight in silver. Four 
starving lepers, sitting by the gate, 
plucked up courage from the ex- 
tremity of their distress, and look- 
ing in each other’s bloodshot eyes, 
whispered one to another, with 
their hoarse voices: “If we say we 
will enter into the city, then the 
famine is in the city, and we shall 
die there; and if we sit still here 
we die also. Now therefore come 
and let us fall unto the host of the 
Syrians; if they save us alive we 
shall live; and if they kill us we 
shall but die.” So in the twilight 
they stole away. 

As they come near the camp 
there is a strange silence; no 
guards, no stir.

‘How plainly and how often the 
scripture reminds us of this: In | 
II -Peter 3:9 we are told, “The 
Lord is not slack concerning his 
promise, aS some men count slack- 
ness; but is longsuffering to us- 
ward, not willing that any should 
perish, but that all should come 
to repentance.” 

God is not willing that any 
should perish! God wants all to 


come to repentance.

In I .Timothy 2:3, :4 °this.-is 
stated again, There we are told,

saved, and to come unto the 
knowledge of the truth.” 

God “will have all men to be 
saved.” God wants all “to come 
unto the Knowledge of the truth,” 
and that, the following verses ex- 
plain, 1s Why Christ died as a 
ransom for all. 

It was the whole world that! 
“God so loved . that he gave 
his only begotten Son.” It was|

saved—not to condemn the world, 
but that the world through Him 
might be saved. 


Again, that love of God for ev- 
ery person and His concern that 
all might be saved is expressed 
in the inspired words of Acts 17: 
30. There Paul is recorded as 
speaking to the Athenians as fol- 
lows, “‘And the times of this ig- 
norance God winked at; but now 
commandeth all men every where 
to repent.” 


God wants “all men every 
where to repent.” 
No one has a right to biame 


God if he goes to Hell! Any foclish 
preacher who makes it appear 
ithat God is not willing to save 
some people sins against the Gos- 


pel, sins against the Joving heart 
of God, and perverts the Scrip- 
tures. 


II. God Has Given Light and 
Witness and Holy Spirit Con- 
viction to Every Sinner So 
That All Ceuld Be Saved 


Hyper-Calvinists often say that 
a sinner cannot repent without 
the enabling grace of God. That 
is true, but every sinner does have 
the enabling grace of God. Every 
sinner has some light from God. 
Every sinner has some. witness, 
some conviction from God. 

It is true as Jesus said, “A man 
can receive nothing, except it be 
given him from heaven” (John 
3:27).: It: 38 true Jesus said 
again, “No man can come to me, 
father which hath sent 
me draw him . (John. 6:44). 
But those who conclude, therefore, 
that some people cannot be saved, 
are mistaken. They forget the 
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many times we are told that God 
deals with every sinner, draws 
every sinner. 

When Jesus was lifted up on 
the cross, He set in motion pow- 
ers, appeals, and movings of the 
Holy Spirit which would reach ev- 
ery person ever born. For He 
Himself said in John 12:32, 33, 
“And I, if I be lifted up from the 
earth, will draw all men unto me. 
This he said, signifying what 
death he should die.’”’” He was so 
lifted up on the cross; so He does 
draw all men unto Him! 

The same truth is given in the 
first chapter of John. Verse 4 
says, “In him was life; and the 
life was the light of men.’ He 
was. not the light of only some 


men, but the light of men, of all 
men. 
In verse 7 we are told, “The 


same came for a witness, to bear 
witness of the Light, that all men 
through him might believe.” The 
plan was “that all men through 
him might believe.”’ 

In verse 9 we are told more 
positively yet, “That was the true 
Light, which lighteth eyery man 
that cometh into the world.” Ev- 
ery person who ever came into 
the world has felt the pull of 
Christ, felt some light from 
Christ. 

Do you wonder at that? Then 
remember, “The heavens declare 
the glory of God; and the firma- 
ment sheweth his handywork. Day 
unto day uttereth speech, and 
night unto night sheweth knowl- 
edge. There is no speech nor lan- 
guage, where their voice is not 
heard” (Ps. 19:1-3). 

At Lystra Paul and Barnabas 
told the people who worshiped 
idols of the living and true God 
who made all things. They said, 
“Nevertheless he left not himself 
without witness, in that he did 
good, and gave us rain from heav- 
en, and fruitful seasons, filling 
our hearts with food and giad- 
ness” (Acts 14:17). The people at 
Lystra had a message from God 
before Paul and_ Barnabas 
preached the Gospel to them. 


When God ealls all men te 
judgment, as He will, every man 
will find that he will be held ac- 
countable for certain light, cer- 
tain knowledge, certain invita- 
tions which he experienced. In 
Romans 2:14-16 we are told how 
those Who do not have the Scrip- 
tures: have the law of God writ- 
ten in their hearts, attested by 
their conscience, holding them ac- 
countable for their continuance in 
sin and their rejection of Christ. 
Read it here: 


“For when the Gentiles, which 
have not the law, do by nailare 
the things contained in. the lar, 
these, having not the law, are a 
law unto theniselves: Which shew 
the work of the law wiyitten in 
their hearts, their conscience ulso 
bearing witness, and their 
thoughts the mean while accusing 
or else. excusing one another;/) In 
the day when God shall judge the 
secrets of men by Jesus Christ ac- 
cording to my gospel.” 


You see, God has put a witness 
in the hearts of all men showing 
that they are sinners: Heathen 
people who have gone on in sin 
have sometimes been turned over 
to their reprobate minds. Yet, 
without the Scriptures, they still 
have a conscience which. ..warns 
them of their sin arid. their need 
for God. They still have daily 
witness that there is a Creator 
whom they ought to seek. They 
still have witness that there is 
some benevolent, loving God who 
Wishes them well. 


We have a remarkable example 
of a heathen man who, without 
the Scriptures and_ without 
preaching, sought God. That man 
was Cornelius who, according to 
the tenth chapter of Acts, “feared 
God with all his house, which gave 
much alms to the people, and 
prayed to God alway” (vs. 2). 
This man followed what light he 
had; he prayed to God, he gave 
to the poor, he tried to do right. 
Such a poor sinner who followed 
what light he had must be given 
more light. So God sent an angel 
to tell him where he could find 
Peter who would iell him words 
“whereby thou and all thy house 
shall be saved” (Acts 11:14). As 
far as I know, Cornelius had no 
Bible, no Old Testament Scrip- 
tures; yet with what light he had, 
he sought God. As far as we know, 
he had never heard the preaching

homely, plain things about Chris- 
tian men’s obligation to speech, 
and the sin of their silence. My re- 
marks will have no special refer- 
ence to any particular forms of 
Christian activity, but if I succeed 
in impressing on any a deeper 
sense of duty in reference to de- 
claring the Gospel than they pos- 
sess, then all forms of it will be 
prosecuted with greater vigor and 
consecration. 


I. The Remarkable Fact of 
Silent Christians 

I wish first to dwell for a mo- 
ment on that—lI was going to use 
a plain word and say—hideous; I 
will substitute a milder term, and 
say—remarkable, fact of Chris- 
tian silence. 

I take this congregation as a 
fair average representative of the 
ordinary habitudes of professing 
Christians of this generation. How 
many men and women there are 
sitting in these pews, who, if I 
asked them the question, would 
say that they were Christians? 
and what proportion of these, if I 
asked them the further question, 
“Did you ever tell anybody any- 
thing about Jesus Christ?” would 
say, ‘No, never!” I know this, that 
in regard to all the recognized and 
associated forms of Christian work 
Which cluster round a Christian 
congregation, it is the same hand- 
ful of people that do them all. 

It is Just like the bits of glass 
in a kaleidoscope, there are not 
many of them though you can 
shake them up into a great num- 
ber of patterns, but they are al- 
ways the very same bits. So I 
could go through pew after pew, 
if it would not be very personal, 
and find men and women, one af- 
ter another—rows of them—that, 
so far as any of the united work 
of a church goes, are absolutely 
idle. They are worthy kind of peo- 
ple, too, with some real religion in 
them; but yet, partly from shy- 
ness, partly from indolence, partly 
because (as they think) they have 
so much else to do, and for a num- 
ber of other reasons that I do not 
need to dwell upon, they fall into 
the great army of idlers, and are 
just so much dead weight and sur- 
plusage, as far as the work of the 
church is concerned. 

Now I do not mean to say that, 
because professing Christian peo- 
ple do not work in any recognized 
forms of Christian service which 
are attached to a congregation, 
therefore they are not doing any- 
thing. God forbid! There are many 
of you, for instance, mothers of 


‘ families, whose best service is to 
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speak about Jesus Christ to your 
children, and to live according as 
you speak, and that is work 
enough for you. There are many 
more of us, who, for various legit- 
imate reasons, are precluded from 
taking part in organized forms of 
Christian service, Do not so fatally 
misunderstand me as to suppose 
that I.am merely beating a drum 
to get recruits for societies. 

What I want to impress upon 
every Christian person listening to 
me now is simply this, the anom- 
aly of the fact, if it be a fact, 
that yqu are a dumb Christian. 
You can all speak, if you will; you 
all have people with whom your 
speech is weighty and powerful. 
There are doors open before each 
of you. Ask yourselves, have you 


gone in at the open doors? or is}; 


it true about you that you have 
never felt the obligation to make 
your Master known to others, or, 
at all events, have never felt it so 
strongly that it compelled you to 
obey? The strange fact of Chris- 
tian silence is one that I empha- 
size to begin with. 


II. The Sin of This Silence 


Let me say. a word next about 
the sin of silence. 

These four poor lepers had not 
had much kindness dealt out to 
them in their lives, and they might 
have .been pardoned if in their 
moment of joy they had remained 
in the isolation to which they had 
been condemned by reason of their 
disease. But they think to them- 
selves of the hollow eyes in Sa- 
maria there, and the hideous 
meals, that might stay hunger but 
brought no nourishment, and of 
the king with sackcloth beneath 
his royal robes, and, forgetting 
everything but their abundance 
and these people’s empty stom- 
achs, they say, “Not thus must 
we do,” as the Hebrew might be 
translated, “This is a day of good 
tidings, and we hold our peace; and 
that is a sin. And if we continue 
dumb, then before morning some 
kind. of punishment will come 
down upon us.” 

Now, let me put what I have io 
say on this matter into two sen- 
tences. 

First of all; I say that such si- 
lence is inhuman, You would all 
recognize that in the case of an 
actual, literal, instead of a meta- 
phorical, famine. What would you 
say about a man who contented 
himself with sitting in his own 
back room, where nobody could see 
his abundance, and feasting to the 
full, whilst his fellow-citizens were 
dying of starvation? Why! you 
would say he was a brute. And 
if Christian people believed as 
thoroughly that men and women 
without ‘the Bread of God which 
comes down from Heaven’ were 
starving and dying of hunger, as 
they believe that men _ without 
literal bread must die, there would 
not be so many dumb _ ones 
amongst them; and they would feel 
more distinctly than any of us feel 
now, the responsibility that is laid 
upon them, and the inhumanity 
of the sin. 

Dear brethren! God has made 
this strange brotherhood of hu- 
manity in which we live, all inter- 
twined and intertangled together,

Heavenly Blessings at 
Winston-Salem and 
Wilson, North 
Carolina 


I have just been through eight 
days of blessing, Sunday through 
Wednesday at Winston-Salem, 
Thursday through Sunday at Wil- 
son, North Carolina. By long-dis- 
tance telephone last Wednesday I 
gave a brief report for last week’s 
Sword of the Winston-Salem con- 
ference. That night closed four 
blessed days. At Piedmont Bible 
College most of.the student body, 
mature and serious young men 
and women, pledged themselves to 
begin at once a life of soul win- 
ning based on Psalm 126:6.

mainly in order that there may be 
scope for brotherly impartation to 
the needy, of the gifts that each 
possesses. And He has given to 
each of us something or other 
which, by the very terms of the 
gift and the purpose of the _ be- 
stowment, we are bound to impart 
to others. The meaning of our be- 
ing born into the brotherhood of 
humanity is that God’s grace, in 
some shape or other, may fructify 
through us to all; and I say that 
the man who possesses any kind of 
gift, and, especially, God’s highest 
gifts of wisdom and of knowledge, 
and most of all, the highest gift 
of spiritual knowledge and moral 
and religious truth, and keeps 
them to himself, in his idleness is 
sinfully active, and in his selfish- 
ness is inhuman and cruel. 


The very constitution of human- 
ity says to us that “we do. not 
well,” if in the “day of good tid- 
ings” of any sort “we hold our 
peace.” The possession of mere 
physical or abstract truth does not 
turn its possessors into its apos- 
tles, but the possession of moral 
and spiritual truth does. We are, 
every one of us, responsible for all 
the eyes which we could have 
opened and which are still dark, 
and for every soul that gropes in 
ignorance, if we possess something 
that would enlighten its darkness.

Christianity. Why has God given 
you His grace, do you suppose? 
For what purpose comes it that 
you are Christians? Were you con- 
verted that you might go by your- 
selves into a solitary Heaven, do 
you think? Are you important 
enough to be an ultimate end of 
God’s mercy? Or are you indeed 
an end, but only that in your turn 


mitting? Does the electric influ- 
ence terminate when it reaches 
you, or is it turned on-to you that 
from you it may be passed to oth- 
ers? 

The very purpose of the exist- 
ence of a Christian church is coun- 
terworked and thwarted by dumb 
Christians. We  nonconformists 
can talk abundantly when eccle- 
siastical assumptions have to be 
fought against, about the priest- 
hood of all believers. Very well, if 
that principle is a true one—and it 
is a true one—it has other appli- 
cations than simply controversial, 
and is meant for other uses than 
simply that you should. brandish it 
in the face of sacerdotal claims 
and priest-ridden churches. “Ye 
are all priests,” that is to say, the 
meaning of the existence of a 
Christian church is to raise up 
a cloud of witnesses, and make 
every lip vocal with-the name of 
Jesus Christ the Lord. 


And you, dear brethren, you, the 
idlers of a church and congrega- 
tion, are doing all that you can to 
thwart the divine purpose, and to 
destroy the very meaning of the 
existence of the church to which 
you belong. 


And let me remind you, too, that 
such silence is clearly contrary 
to all Christian principle, inasmuch 
as one main purpose of the Gos- 
pel being given us is to shift our 
center from ourselves, first to 
Christ, and then, if I may so Say, 
to others.

Sin is sordid and subtle, It is 
satanic and serious. Sin is calam- 
itous and cancerous. It is danger- 
ous and vicious. It makes great 
and gaping wounds in -heart and 
home. It rips viciously into family 
relationships. It goes deep and it 
plays havoc. There are hang-overs, 
not only the morning after the 
night before, but for several gen- 
erations. The chickens come home 


to roost. Sin is cruel and inveter- | 


ate, it is old and tough and ter- 
rible. It imposes bondage and it 
pays wages. 

In Jesus Christ and the Gospel 
we have SALVATION FROM 


ALL THESE PAINS OF THE] 


PAST. God knows, and so do we 
all, that we need. just that. Our 
past is like a nightmare. It follows 
us like a big black shadow in the 
night. It tracks our every foot- 
step like a hound from Hell. It 
rises, like an evil hand in the 
night, to torment and _ terrorize 
us. Memory haunts and judgment 
threatens. 


They tell us that there is a 
skeleton in every family closet. 
We know by experience that the 
trite saying is true. If we are quiet 
at midnight when the winds are 
sobbing and sighing in the tree 
tops and blowing in through the 
open window, we can hear the 
rattle of its bones. We surely 
need something, nay Someone, to 
cleanse the stains and heal the 
hurts of yesterday. 


“Trust me, no torture that the nowers name, 


Can match the fierce, unutterable pain, 
He feels; 


Who night and day, devoid of rest, 
Carries his own accuser in his breast.” 


When thinking of the sickening 
and sombre shadow of sin of yes- 
terday, and longing for a new 
tomorrow, have you never said: 


“Il wish there were some wonderful place, 
Called the land of beginning again; 


Where all our mistakes, and all our heart- 
aches 


And all of our poor selfish grief, 


Could be dropped like a shabby old coat 
at the door,

Suddenly her heart was broken 
and her will was yielded.

I knew a man who repeatedly 
in testimony glowingly recited 
how that the Lord saved him in 
a coal mine over in the Old Coun- 
try. The way he told it and em- 
phasized it, one would gain the 
impression that to be genuinely, 
soundly saved, you must meet 
the Master in a coal mine in the 
Old Country. But lots of people 
will never get to the Old Coun- 
try and might find difficulty lo- 
cating a coal mine. It. is Christ 
who saves. 


Did you ever watch Jesus at 
work winning men? He calls two 
publicans, But they didn’t have 
the same experience when they 
met the Master. One called 
Matthew was sitting in his office 
when Christ came and eailled. He 
followed Jesus. Another called 
Zacchaeus Was up a tree and soon 
climbed down and took the Master 
home with him. Would Zacchaeus 
have any right to challenge 
Matthew and say, “‘Were you up 
a tree when Christ called you? 
I don’t ‘believe you are truly 
saved unless you are up a tree 
when the Lord comes by.” What 
folly that would be! 

Christ helped two blind men. 
Bartimaeus sat by the roadside 
and called when Christ came. He 
shouted and made a fuss. With 
the other Christ made clay of 
spittle and anointed the man’s 


eyes. Would this man have any 
right to say to Bartimaeus, “Did 
you have mud on your eyes? I 


believe, Bartimaeus, you are still 
blind. You must have clay on 
your eyes.” 

In some cases when the Light 
of the world shined in, it was 
quietly, like the dawning of a 
new day. In the experience of 
Saul of Tarsus, it was a light 
brighter than the noonday sun. 
Our jailer at Philippi had an ex- 
citing, tumultuous experience, but 
everyone isn’t awakened by a

It means to 
lean on, to rely on, to have con- 
fidence in. He is worthy of your 
trust. He merits your confidence.

just to rest upon His promise; 

Just to know, “Thus saith the Lord.”

of the Word; yet he had witness, 
he had conviction, he had light 
from God. And God will give fur- 
ther light to every man who fol- 
lows the light he has. Men do not 
go to Hell because they never 
heard the Gospel; they go to Hell 
because they are sinners, sinners 
who do not follow what light 
they do have. 


The blessed Holy Spirit is in 
the world to bring conviction to 
sinners.. We may not always know 
how and when the blessed Holy 
Spirit convicts sinners but He 
does, in some measure and in some 
method, convict all lost people. 
For in John 16:8 Jesus tcld the 
disciples about the Comforter 
whom He would send, and said, 
“And when he is come, he will 


righteousness, and of judgment.” 
The blessed Holy Spirit does re- 
the whole world of sin and 
of righteousness and of judgment. 


God who, in the Bible, com- 
manded all men to repent, has 
carried that reproof to the hearts 
of sinners of the whole world 
through the Holy Spirit. Christ 
Who died for the world has, by 
His crucifixion, drawn all men, 
whether they come to Him or not. 
Christ is that true Light ‘which 
lighteth every man that cometh 
into the world” (John 1:9). 


In fact, when Zacharias, the 
father of John the Baptist, was 
filled with the Holy Ghost after 
the birth of his promised son 
John, he praised God and _ said 
that Christ had come to save His 
people “through the tender mercy 
of our God; whereby the day- 
spring from on high hath visited 
us, To give light to them that 
sit in darkness and in the shadow 
of death, to guide our feet into 
the way of peace’ (Luke 1:78, 


19). 


III. Dead Sinners Can Repent 
Because Christ’s Command 
Assures His Enabling 


I heard a hyper-Calvinist a few 
weeks ago, a famous man, say, 
“Why tell people to repent who 
cannot repent? A man cannot re- 
pent until he has been regenerat- 
ed. A lost sinner is dead, and he 
can do nothing until God makes 
him alive.” 

It is true that 
sense every lost sinner is dead, 
that is, he does not have ever- 
lasting life, the life of salvation. 
But in the sense of being account- 
able for his sins, knowing about 
his sins, having the freedom to 
choose for God or the Devil, men 
are not dead. Their minds, their 
consciences, their powers of choice 
are not dead. They are dead in 
trespasses and in sins, and so do 
not have everlasting life in a 
spiritual sense, but they can 
choose. 

Do you say that a dead man 
cannot do anything? Well, by hu- 
man standards and by human 
power a dead man can do noth- 
ing. But when God commands a 
sinner to repent, he can repent. 
And the. Seripture plainly says 
beyond any argument that He is 
i not willing that any should 
perish, but that all should come 
to repentance” (II Pet. 3:9). Heed 
it carefully. We have the plain 
Word of God that “the times of 
this ignorance God winked at; 
but now commandeth all men ev- 
ery where to repent” (Acts 17: 
30). If God commands people to 
repent, they can. Do you believe 
God is a crooked God who de- 
mands that men repent who can- 
not repent, and then damns them 
for not doing what they cannot 
do? 

Can a spiritually dead man re- 
pent? Yes; if God telis him to! 
The truth is that those who are

Him. For in John 5:28, 29 Jesus 
said, “Marvel not at this: for the 
hour is coming, in the which all 
that are in the graves shall hear 
his voice, And shail come forth; 
they that have done good, unto 
the resurrection of life; and they 
that have done evil, unto the 
resurrection of damnation.” 


When Jesus Christ speaks, a 
dead man can come out the grave, 
whether he is saved or lost!

Jesus was once in the synagogue 
on the Sabbath day before.scorn- 
ful scribes and Pharisees.

We suppose that that drawn and | 
withered hand could not be ma- 
nipulated, But Jesus said, “Stretch 
forth thy hand. And he did so: 
and his hand was restored whole 
as the other’ (Luke 6:10). A man 
whose hand is withered can do 
anything- with it Jesus Christ 
tells him to do. 

Peter, in the name of Christ, 
took hold of the hand of a lame 
man who from the day, of his 
birth had never walked and said, 
“In the name of Jesus Christ of 
Nazareth rise up and walk” (Acts 
3:6). And the man who could not 
walk, yet obeyed, rose, walked, 
leaped, and praised God! You see, 
when God gives an order, He gives 
the power tc obey. that order. 
When God commands people to 
repent, He makes it possible for 
them to repent. Those who are 
spiritually dead can hear the voice 
of the Son of God, and when He 
commands them to repent, they 
can repent. For God’s Holy Spirit 
is present to convict, to enlighten, 
to enable the will. 


IV. God Gives Blessed Invita- 
tions to All to Come and 
Be Saved 


This Bible is full of blessed in- 
vitations. All the way from the 
time in the Garden of Eden when 
a brokenhearted God runs after 
Adam calling for him, down to the 
final promise in the last chapter 
of the last book in the Bible, God 
invites people to come and be 
saved. 

How many are the all-inclusive 
invitations in the Bible! Listen 
to that Old Testament evangelist, 
Isaiah: “Look unto me, and be ye 
saved, all the ends of the earth: 
for I am God, and there is none 
else’ (Isa. 45:22). Here Isaiah 
gives God’s blessed invitation to 
“all the ends of the earth” and 
he follows that invitation to “all 
the ends of the earth’ with a 
solemn warning that “unto me 
every knee shall bow, every 
tongue shall swear.” If God's 
Word~ means what it says, may 
not all the ends of the earth come 
and be saved? 

Again Isaiah pleads, “Ho, every 
one that thirsteth, come ye to the 


waters, and he that hath no 
money; come ye, buy, and eat; 
yea, come, buy wine and milk 


without money and without price” 
(ie8. Ooi). 

To whom is this sweet invita- 
tion? It is to “every one that 
thirsteth.”’ There is spiritual wine 
and milk without money and with- 
out price. Everyone may come and 
buy what Christ has already paid 
for and may eat to the full be- 
cause the invitation is to “every 
one that thirsteth.” 

In the same chapter the Scrip- 
ture says, “Let the wicked forsake 
his way, and the unrighteous man 
his thoughts: and let him return 
unto the Lord, and he will have 
mercy upon him; and to our God, 


(Isa, 35:7). 

Who here is_ invited? ‘The 
wicked.” And who is it that should 
forsake his thoughts and plans 
and return to the Lord for mercy? 
It is “the unrighteous man.” Not 
some few sélected persons, not a 
restricted tribe or race or group, 
but the wicked and unrighteous 
are all invited to turn for mercy 
and pardon! 

Joel gives the blessed promise, 
“And it shall come to pass, that 
whosoever shall call on the name 
of the Lord shall: be delivered” 
(Joel 2:32). And that — blessed 
promise, ‘Whosoever shall call on 
the name of the Lord shall be 
saved,” is repeated twice in the 
New Testament. It once was given
